"Twenty Years of Congress," will 
shortly b» issued from tho pre»». 
Mr. Elaine treats the period from 
1861 to 1881. 
From the advanoe 


sheets tha New York Herald extracts 
the following, in which Mr. Elaine 
sums up the scope of hii work, and 
an idea of its style may be formed: 


The twenty years of Congress be- 


tween the inauguration of Lincoln in 
1861 and the inauguration of Gar- 
field ' in 1881 were the most impor- 
tant in our history as a nation. The 
entire period was filled with moment- 
ous events. Legislation during the 
progress of tho war in aid of the great 
armies which upheld the Govern- 
ment; through the period in which 
tne Union was reconstructed on new 
and enduring foundations; on the fi- 
nances during the era of paper money 
and the subsequent return to the 
standard of coin; on slavery and the 
emancipation which came generations 
before philanthropists dared to hope; 
on taxation, exercised and forced to 
a degree bsyond all precedent; on in- 
dustrial improvements, so wisely 
tattered that despite the waste of 
thousands of millions by the ravages 
of war, the aggregate wealth was 
doubled 
during a single decade. 


Legislation on these great subjects 
forms the vital interest of the conn 
try, and ii worthy of commemora- 
tion. 


During the years when these legis- 


lative deliberations were in progress, 
much was done in Congress of in- 
ferior importance and contemporary 
interest. To separate the valuable 
and permanent from the valueless 
and transient of this historic epoch, 
and give a connected account of the 
really great events in the Senate and 
House of Representatives, is the aim 
of this work. It is not intended to 
be aa abridgment of the proceedings 
of Congress or a compendium of de- 
bates, yet no important transaction 
in eitbar branch ia ovitted, and no 
discussion of worthy or honorable 
mention is overlooked. The design 
necessarily includes within the limits 
of oaref nil discretion the narrative of 
many tacts which could aot appear 
m an official report, as well aa a just 
and fair estimate of the men who 
have been most prominent and influ- 
ential in the two Houses of Congress,

zations and giving the control of the 
country to a new, radical, enthusias- 
tic and progressive party.

otioally surrendered her title to the 
great country north of the Ohio and 
east of the Mississippi, whiuh to-day 
constitutes 
five 
prosperous 
and 


powerful States, and not an incon- 
siderable portion of a sixth. This 
was the first Territory of which th 
general Government had exolusiv 
control, and the prompt prohibition 
of slavery therein by the Nathan 
Dane ordinance of 1787 is an impor 
tant and nigniScant fact. The anti 
slavery restriction would do ab ties 
have applied to the Territory south 
of the Ohio, had the power existed to 
impose it. 
The founders of th 


Government not only looked to the 
speedy extinction of slavery, but they 
especially abhorred the idea of i 
geographical line with freedom de 
creed on the one side and slavery fully 
established on the other. North of i 
freedom was forever decreed, south 
of it slavery was firmly established, 
Within the limits of the Uuion as 
originally formed, the slavery qaes 
tion had, therefore, been compro- 
mised, the common Territory par 
titioned, and the Republic, halt 
slave and half free, organized and 
sent forth on its mission. 


The Missouri question marked a 


distinct era in the political thought 
of the country and made a profound 
impression on the minds of patriotic 
men. 
Suddenly, without warning, 


the North and South—the free States 
iiatl the slave States—found them 
selves arrayed against each oilier in 
a violent and absorbing conflict. 
During the interval of the adoption 
of tbe Federal Constitution and the I 


did not exceed 300'bales. It wa 
reckoned only among our experi 
mental products, but stimulated bi 
the invention of the gin, produotiol 
increased so rapidly tbat at the time 
of Missouri's application for admiB 
•ioa to the Union cotton-planting 
was the most remunerative industn 
in the country. The export alone ex 
ceeded 300,000 bales annually, bn 
this highly profiable culture was m 
regions so warm that outdoor labor 
was unwelcome to the white race 
The immediate consequence was a 
large advance in the value of slave 
labo* and in the price of slaves. This 
fact had its quick and decisive in- 
fluence even in those slave-holding 
States which could not raise cotton 
The inevitable and speedy result was 
the consolidation of the politics 
power necessary to protect an inter- 
est so vast and so liable to assault. 


The outbreak of the Missouri ex- 


citement, though natural, was unex- 
pected. The cause which had led to 
it had not been understood and ana- 
lyzed. The older class of statesme 
who have come down from the period 
of the revolution, from the great 
work of cementing the Union and 
organizing the Federal Government, 
deplored the agitation aud viewed 
the result with the gravest apprehen- 
sion—the compromise by a geo- 
graphieal line dividing the slave 
States from the free was regarded by 
this class of patriots as full of danger 
—a constant menance to the peace 
and perpetuity of the Union. To 
Mr. Jefferson, still living in vigorous 
old age, the trouble tounded like an 
alarm-bell rung at midnight. While 
the measure was pending in Congress 
be wrote to a member of the House 
of Representatives that "the Mis- 
souri question is the most portent- 
ous 
one tbat has ever threatened 


the Union. In the gloomiest hour of 
the revolutionary war I never had 
any apprehension equal to those 
which I feel from this source." Men 
on both sides of the controversy 
equally realized its significance and 
dreaded its probable results. They 
likened tbe partition of the country 
by geographical line unta the ancient 
agreement between Abraham and 
Lot, where one should go to the 
right and the other to the loft with 
the certainty of becoming ahons and 
the possibility of becoming enemies. 


The Missouri question once settled, 


the anti-slavery question subsided 
as rapidly as it had arisen. This was 
a second surprise to thinking men. 
The result can, however, be readily 
explained. The Northern States felt 
that they had absolutely secured for 
freedom a large Territory west and 
north of Missouri. 
The Southern 


States believed tbat they bad an im- 
plied and honorable understanding 
—outside and beyond the explicit 
letter of the law—that new States 
south of tho Missouri line could be 
admitted to slavery if they desired. 
The great political parties then di- 
viding the country accepted the re- 
sult, and for the next twenty years 
no agitation of tha slavery question 
appeared in any political convention 
nor affected amy considerable body 
of the people. 


Within that period, however, there 


grew up a school of anti slavery men 
far more radical and progreseive 
than those who had resisted tbe au 
mission of Missouri as a slave State, 
They formed what was known as the 
abolition party, and they devoted 
themselves to the utter destructioi 
of slavery by every instrumentality 
which they could lawfully employ. 
They began therefore by demanding 
the abolition of slavery in the Dis 
triot of Columbia, and in all the nti 
tional forts, arsenals and dockyards, 
where, without question and cavil, 
the exclusive jurisdiction belonged 
to Congress; they Hiked Congress, 
under its constitutional authority to 
so regulate commerce between the 
States as would prevent the interstate 
slave-trade; and they prayed that our 
ships sailing on the high seas should 
not be permitted by the Governman 
to carry slaves us part, of their carg 
under the free flag of the United 
States and outside the local jurisdio 
tion that held them in bondage 
They denied that a man should aic 
in executing any law whose enforce 
ment did violence to his conscience 
and trampled under foot the Divine 
command. Hence they would no 
assist in the surrender and return o 
fugitive slaves, holding it rather to 
be their duty to resist such violation 
te the national rights of man b' 
every peaceful method, and justify 
ing their resistance by the truths um 
bodied in the Declaration of Inde 
pendenoe, and still more impress- 
ively by the preoepts<that were taught 
in the New Testament. 


In the early days of this agitation 


the abolitionists were a proscribed 
and persecuted class, denounced with 
unsparing severity by both ths great 
political 
parties, condemned 
by 


many of the leading churches, libeled 
by the public press, and maltreated 
by furious mobs. In no part of the 
country did they constitute more 
than a handful of the population, but 
they worked igainst every discour- 
agement with a zeal and firmness 
that bespoke intensity of moral con- 
viction. They were in a largo de 
?ree recruited from the Society of 
Friends, who brought to the support 
of the organization the same calm 
and consistent courage which had 
Iways distinguished them in up- 
loldmg before the world their pe- 
culiar tenets of religious faith, car- 
ng nothing for prejudice, meeting 
pprobium with silence, shaming 
he_authors of violence by meek non- 
esistanoe, relying on moral agencies 


arrested tbe attention of the Nation 
by arraigning it before the public 
opinion of tbe world and prooliim- 
ing its responsibility to the judgment 
of God. * * In tbe light of the 
present day, when slavery no longer 
exists in the land, when speech is ab- 
solutely free in and out of Congress 
it is hard to believe that daring tbe 
Presidency of Mr. VanBnren. and 
under the speakership ef Mr. Folk, 
the House of Representatives voted 
that "every petition, memorial, reso- 
lution, proposition or paper touch- 
ing or relating in any way or to any 
extent whatever to slavery or the 
abolition thereof, shall, on presen- 
tation, without any further action 
thereon, bo laid upon the table, 
without being debated, printed or 
referred."
